An official return places tho number of 
the dead at 180, but well Informed per- 
sona place It at between 400 and 5W>. 


On t/ie same day Oct. 8 several \ll 
lores outside of Trcblzor.de were burned 
and pillaged and many persons were 
killed, other villages were partly Icoted. 
The efforts of the officials and Influential 
Turks saved many lives. After matters 
had quieted down, the forclMicrs' re-
